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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: GB *891 teaches operating the single cam ring to 
simultaneously displace all of the segments radially inwards relative to the upper and lower sidewall mold members independently of 
approaching displacements of the sidewall mold members toward each other (see especially page 2, lines 50-53, 70-73 and 93-100, page 
4, lines 29-32 and page 5, lines 44+), and the teachings of Miyata et al. would have motivated a skilled artisan to provide GB '891 with the 
cam ring in direct engagement with the upper and lower tread mold members to simultaneously displace all of the segments radially 
inwards relative to the upper and lower sidewall mold members (also independently of approaching displacements of the sidewall mold 
members toward each other, see col. 8, lines 10-22 of Miyata et al.). In both GB '891 and Miyata et al., the upper sidewall mold is in the 
closed position before the cam ring operates to simultaneously displace all of the segments radially inwards, and therefore such operation 
of the cam ring is "independently of approaching displacements" of the sidewall mold members toward each other, as claimed..
